THE  DAHLIA  GARDENS 


The  Dahlia  Gardens  are  five  miles  south  of  Poughgkeepsie  on  the 
Albany  Post  Road.  Signs  are  on  both  sides  of  the  Post  Road  at  the 
entrance.  Again,  the  entrance  is  about  four  hundred  feet  north  of  the 
road  to  Vassar  College;  and  about  six  hundred  feet  south  of  the  Oak 
Grove  Grange  building. 

The  Gardens  are  pare  of  a  tract  of  85  acres  of  land,  on  a  hill  270 
feet  above  the  Hudson  River. 

This  site  afifords  a  panoramic  view  of  the  scenic  valley  of  the  Hudson. 
Seven  miles  to  the  north  can  be  seen  the  Mid-Hudson  Bridge  at  Pough¬ 
keepsie,  and  some  forty  miles  beyond  “away  to  the  west  of  the  river,” 
the  Catskill  Mountains;  nine  miles  south  is  Mt.  Beacon  of  the  Fishkill 
Mountains ;  eighteen  miles  to  the  southwest  the  Highlands  of  the  Hudson ; 
many  miles  to  the  northeast  are  the  Berkshires  of  Connecticut  and 
Massachusetts;  and  still  further  north,  the  Green  Mountains  of  Vermont. 

On  your  way  up  or  down  the  Hudson  this  summer,  stop  and  see  the 
view;  and  in  the  early  fall,  the  dahlias  in  bloom.  Either  sight  requires 
many  adjectives  and  adverbs  to  express  their  grandeur.

ADORARLF-  Informal  Decorative.  The  flower  was  so  named  because  of  its 
splendid  growing  qualities,  and  its  sheer  beauty.  The  color  is  peach 
shading  to  an  orange  yellow  glow  at  the  center.  The  petals  are  long 
and  broad,  and  gracefully  twist  near  the  tips  giving  the  large  blooms  a 
star-like  effect.

Description.  Fully  double  flowers,  with  the  margins  of  the  majority 
of  the  floral  rays  revolute  for  less  than  one-half  of  their  length. 

AIKO.  This  dahlia  has  been  given  the  Japanese  name  (pronounced  I’ko)  as 
its  color  and  form  suggests  the  Orient.  A  most  spectacular  dahlia, 
large,  and  striking  in  color.  Cardinal  or  deep  carmine,  with  a  silver 
reverse  showing  at  the  center  and  tips,  making  it  unusual.  Bushes  are 
st-ong,  open  growers . $  1.50 

AMBASSADOR.  Color,  soft  yellow  center  with  salmon,  amber  and  pink 
shadings,  gradually  deepening  towards  the  tips  and  outer  floral  rays. 

The  flowers  are  large  and  set  just  right  on  perfect  stems.  A  strong 
grower  and  free  bloomer .  il.00 

AMELIA  EARHEART.  A  large  and  gorgeous  flower.  The  color  is  apricot

Fully  double  flowers,  with  the  margins  of  the  floral 
rays  slightly  or  not  at  all  revolute,  floral  rays  generally  broad,  either  pointed 
or  rounded  at  tips,  with  outer  floral  rays  tending  to  recurve  and  central 
floral  rays  tending  to  be  cupped ;  all  floral  rays  in  a  somewhat  regular 


arrangement. 

AVALON.  Pure,  clear  yellow,  very  good . $  .50 

CHAMAR’S  PURITY.  An  attractive  white  flower,  much  the  form  of  Jersey 

Beauty  . 75 

CHAUTALIQUA  SALUTE.  The  large  perfectly  formed  blooms  are  produced 

in  great  profusion  on  long,  straight  stems.  A  perfect  white . 75 


COTTAM’S  PRIMROSE.  Primrose  yellow  with  pink  shadings  towards  the 
tips  and  outer  floral  rays.  A  very  strong  grower  with  good  stems. 

Stems  are  3  to  4  feet,  without  disbudding.  Blooms  7  to  9  inches.

HYDE  PARK.  Thulite  pink,  base  of  petals  coral  pink,  good  stem.  Flowering- 

habit  good . 75 

IDA  PERKINS.  A  large  white  with  a  cream  center.  Medium  height . 75 

IDA  TARBELL.  A  deep  maroon,  with  immense  flowers  carried  on  top  of 

stiff  stems  . 50 

JERSEY’S  BEACON.  The  most  spectacular  of  the  Jersey  Family.  Color, 
bright  scarlet,  with  a  buff  reflex,  giving  a  two-toned  effect.  A  free  early 
bloomer  of  extremely  massive  proportions  with  sturdy  stems . 50 

JERSEY’S  BEAUTY.  Received  several  gold  medals.  A  perfect  bloom  of 
Erosine  pink  carried  high  above  the  foliage  on  very  strong  stems.  The 
finest  pink  decorative  to  date .
